1794. Chap. II. — An Extract from John Cleves Symmes* patent for the Miami 

purchase, executed by George Washington, president of the United 
States, dated the SOth day of September, 1794. — (^Laws of the

After various recitals, grants, and stipulations, the 
patent concludes: — 

^ In pursuance of the said act of the congress of the 
United States, hereinbefore mentioned, passed the 
fifth day of May, one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-two: It is hereby declared, that one complete 
township or tract of land, of six miles square, to be 
located with the approbation of the governor for the 
time being, of the territory northwest of the river 
Ohio, and in the manner, and within the term of five 
years, aforesaid, as nearly as may be, in the centre of 
the tract of land hereinbefore granted, hath been and 
is granted, and shall be holden in trust, to and for the 
sole and exclusive intent and purpose of erecting and 
establishing therein an academy and other public 
schools and seminaries of learning, and endowing and 
supporting the same, and to and for no other use, intent, 
or purpose whatsoever.'

1. The president shall take the chair at the time to 
which the board shall have adjourned at their last ses- 
sion^ shall immediately call the members to order, and 
on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the journal 
of the preceding session to be read.

7. The president shall not vote unless the board be

8. All ordinances and resolutions shall be signed by 
the president, and attested by the secretary. 
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9. When a mem'ber Is abocit to speak or deliver any 
matter to the board, he shall rise from his seat and ad- 
dress himself to — Mr* President* 

10. When two or more members rise to speak, at 
the same time, the president shall name the person who 
Is first to speak* 

IL No member shall vote on any question in the 
eirent of which he is immediately interested. 

12. Every member present, when the question is 
put, shall vote, unless the board shall, for special reasons, 
excuse him. 

13* When a question Is under debate, no motion 
shall be received, unless to amend, to commit, for the 
previous question^ or 4o adjourn. 

14. Any member may call for a division of the ques- 
tion, where the sense wUl admit of it. 

15. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted 
under color of amendment, as a substitute for the mo- 
tion or proposition under debate. 

16. Any member shall have a right to call for the 
yeas and nays; provided he shall request it before the 
question is put. 

17. Every ordinance shall be introduced by motion 
for leave, or by an order of the board, on the report of 
a committee. 

18. Every ordinance shall receive three several read- 
ings: the first for information, the second for amend- 
ment, and the third for its final passage. 

19. AH questions shall be propounded in the order 
they were made, except in filling up the blanks, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be first put. 

20. When a motion is made and seconded, at the 
request of any one member, the same shall be put in 
vriting.
